A BAD STROKE 


SALISBURY’S GOVERNMENT AND THE COM- 
MISSION AT LOGGERHEADS. 


Gladstene Will Not Go to Ireland—The 
Government’s Defeat in the Trafaigar 
Square Cases—Another Battenberg Alli- 
ance—The Wilson Scandal—<Actienr of the 
Chamber of Deputies—Meeting of the 
Czar and Emperor William—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpoy, November 18.—The Government is 
in fresh difficulties. I may say positively that 
they will have no big bill ready when Pariia- 
ment begins its session, but will have to fall 
back on the new repressive changes in the 
procedure directed against the Irish obstruc- 
tionists. They had intended to begin 
with a great local Government Dill 
for England, but a difference of opinion has 
arisen between the Boundary Commission and 
the Government as to taking the poor law 
unions as a basis for new elective bodies, 
which the Commissioners advise, and to 
which the Government is opposed. This is 
another bad stroke for the Government, which 
is almost as unlucky as it is feeble. 

DENIED AGAIN. 

I can state authoritatively that there is no 
foundation for the ramors that Mr. Gladstone 
will go to Ireland. Some time ago he was 
asked to attend Mr. Sexton’s inaugural ban- 
ques as Lord Mayor of Dublia. His reply was 
not such a decisive refusal as was anticipated, 
but it is now stated that he will not go, 

ANOTHER FALSE STEP. 

The Government have made another 
false step. Ithas been decided in the police 
courts that no penalty attaches to the of- 
fense of ignoring Sir Charles War- 
ren’s proclamation, which was simply 
a notice with no effect whatever. 
The Home Secretary’s theory that Trafalgar 
Square is Crown property is also broken 
down, for ifthe square is the Queen's prop- 
erty it cannot come under Warren’s 
supervision. Unless the higher courts come 
to their aid the Government are entirely with- 
out a legal defense. Meanwhile the higher 
legal opinion is against Warren. The ques- 
tion will be formally raised in Parliament by 
the United Liberal members for London. 

ANOTHER BATTENBERG ALLIANCE. 

I hear that Prince Alexander of Battenberg 
islikely to marry Princess Louise of Wales. 
The Prince of Wales would probably look 
askance at another Battenberg alliance, but 
the Queen has never enough of the family.

MUST FACE THE MUSIC. 


The Chamber of Deputies Decides to Crim- 
inally Prosecute Wilson. 
Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

Paris, November 18.—As announced ina 
a brief cable to the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, 
the motion to criminally prosecute M. Wilson 
was passed inthe Chamber of Deputies, to 
which he belongs, by a vote of 527to 8. M. 
Mazeau the Minister of Justice, and M. Goron 
the Public Prosecutor, thereupon placed 
their resignationsin the handsof President 

Grevy, who accepted 
them. M. Wilson ap- 
pears before the 
Parliamentary Com- 
mission of Investiga- 
tion to-day. The 
Radical members will 
call upon M. Grevy in 
abody and ask him 
to resign the Presi- 
dency. Yesterday 
was a day of tre- 
mendous excitement, 
far exceeding in its 
way anything that 
has been seen here 
for years. The question of the President of 
the Republic, the question ofthe ministry, 
the question of M. Wilson, of the Prefect of 
Police and of M. Goron, each one sufficient 
in itselfto create a lively stir, were all 
discussed with the utmost warmth, not 
only in the lobbies of the Chamber 
of Deputies, but in every place of 
public resort. Noone could give an opinion 
as to what would happen. In the Lower 
House several interpellations, possibly result- 
ing in the defeat of the Cabinet were confi- 
dently expected. Then every one was asking 
if a decided attempt would be made to force 
M. Grevy’s hand. A Presidential and Min- 
isterial crisis at one and the same moment 
were regarded as anything but unlikely. The 
animation with which every incident of the 
Wilson affair was discussed 
BEGGARS ALL ATTEMPT AT DESCRIPTION. 
It was considered almost a foregone conclu- 
sion that the House would sanction the prose- 
cution, but conjectures were made as to what 
would be the attitude of the Ministry. After 
M. Flouquet had taken his place in the Presi- 
dential chair, M. Rouvier, M. Clemenceau 
and M. Lockroy stepped up in turn to 
confer with him. M. Jules Ferry Was 
to be seen conversing with M. Rouvier, and 
there was a busy hum until M. Floguet stood 
up and announced that he had received from 
the President of the Council of Ministers a re- 
quest for permission to prosecute M. Wilson. 
The question was submitted to the House and 
almost unanimously voted.

THE INDIOTED CASHIER GIVES BOND THIS 
AFTERNOON. 


He Refuses to Make a Statement About the 
Fifth National to a Reporter—Receiver 
Stephen’ Files His Bond, Which is Certi- 
fled to Washingten—Collateral Missing— 
Development in the Bank Fraud. : 


Bank Examiner Forman is preparing an in- 
ventory of the stock ofthe Fitth National 
Bank, its assets and liabilities for the re- 
ceiver, who will take charge late this evening 
or early to-morrow morning. The receiver's 
papers and bond arrived this morning from 
Washington. The bond was for $30,000. Mr. 
Stephens chanced to meet Chas. E. Leonard 
of Bellair, Cooper County, a geutleman who 
is worth about $500,000, and Mr. Leonard 
offered to be one of his bondsmen. L. OC. Nel- 
son, Mr. Stephen’s brother-in-law, was picked 
out as the other surety. These gentiemen 
went with Mr. Stephens this morning to the 
Federal building, but Judge Thayer was busy 
with the Ketchum case, and the approval of 
the bond was postponed until this afternoon. 
Mr. Stephens was accompanied by his attor- 
neys, D. W. Shackelford and Wm. M. Williams 
of Boonville, 

Some people are criticising my choice of 
legal advisers, said Mr. Stephens, because 
they think I should have given some St. Louis 
attorney the position. The trath of the mat- 
ter is 1 do not knew any St. Louis attorneys 
who are not interested in the case one way or 
another.

If any more attorneys are to be ob- 
tained Mr. Shackelford and Mr. Williams will 
employ them.

CRECELIUS’ BELEASE.

They will be shown to the Grand- 
jury and they may form the basis of further 
ndictments against the ex-Cashier. The 
Casualty Company which had guaranteed 
Crecelius or gone on his bond as cashier for 
525,000 has taken no steps toward his prosecu- 
tion or punishment yet. The company will 
take no action until suit on the bond is 
brought. Thenit may step in as guarantee 
com panies have an unhappy facuity of doing, 
and make it exCeedingly warm for Mr. Cre- 
celius. 
THE EX-CASHIER 
spent last night in the Marshal's office, in- 
stead of in the jail,as had been expected, 
This was due to the kindness of Marshal 
Cousins. This morning his attorney and his 
friends made another serch for additional 
bondsmen and succeeded in finding three— 
Oreoelius' brother and sister and G. Mu. Stew- 
art,the attorney.

He wentinto the court-room, 
however, and consulted with Mr. Krum before 
leaving the building. 
CRECELIUS NEW BONDSMEN’ 

were On hand this afternoon before 2? o’clock 
in the District Court room, but as the Court 
was busy with the election fraud cases they 
had to wait some time. It was twenty minutes 

ast2o’clock when the Court found time to 
ook Into the bond matter. Crecelius’ brother 
and sister were then called into court. 
The brother, Henry Crecelius by 
name, is a tall, ungainly German 
with a rather fresh complexion and hair 
that seems to have the family ten- 
deucy to stand on end. The sister 
Mrs. Louisa Knoubel, is a plain, white-fuced 
woman dressed in deep mourning. She did 
not seem to understand English very 
well, and the Judge’s cross-¢xamina- 
tion as to her lands and their value 
was conducted under difficulties. The brother 
seemed much embarrassed during the ques- 
tioning process. Mrs. Knoubel sworeto the 
possession of a thirty five-ucre farm worth 
about $2,000. Henry Crecelius also owns prop- 
erty in St. Louis County. 

G. Mu. Stewart was next called and examined. 
During this examination Crecelius was brought 
into court and tookaseat beside his sister. 
He had his hair wet down in  age- 
cordance with the suggestions made 
to him by Judge Krum yesterday. He looked 
positiyely happy. The three new securities 
were celled up and signed the bond. 
The Court accepted it and ordered Cre- 
celius released. As he started out of the 
door the Deputy Marshal stopped him and 
brought him back. His face fell about six 
inches. The Deputy found out that he wag 
wrong and the prisoner was again released. 

REFUSES. TO TALE. 

As he walked down the hallway a Poser.

Twenty-six years ago a little ehild toddled 
from its mother’s doorstep on the shores of 
Halfmoon Bay to its playground on the 
smooth,pebbly beach, where it was accustomed 
to pass the sunny hours in innocent play.

home to add to its little hoard of treas- 
ures. There was no thought of danger in the 
mother’s mind as she saw her littie one go 
with unsteady steps down toward the shore, 
where the wavelets, lapping on the strand, 
were throwing up the objects for which the 
little toddler made adaily search. The hours 

assed on, and at length the mother, becom- 
ng anxious at the prolonged absence of her 
baby, went to the door to call her home. She 
scanned the long stretch of the beach, but 
the little one was nowhere to be seen. The 
tide which was at the ebb when the little 
one left her home had come in, and there was 
nothing but white sand to be seen as far as the 
eye could reach. A search among the neigh- 
bors’ houses brought no tidings of the little 
one, and the mother, now thoroughly 
alarmed, assisted by other members of the 
family, began an anxious search forthe mis- 
sing babe. The afternoon and evening wore 
away, and through the night the frien and 
neighbors kept up the search among the sand- 
hills and shrubs whieh lined the beach, but 
without avail. Notatrace could be found of 


The hours lengthened into days and the 
search had been abandoned so far as hopes of 
finding the child alive were concerned, but 
still the — ing mother made her dail 
search along the beach where her baby ha 
been wont to play, hoping to find somethin 
which would give at least a olew to the fate o 
her darling. One day, the third or fourth 
after the disappearance of the child, the 
mother found a little bundle of clothing, wet 
and torn by the waves, which covered the re- 
mains of her little one, the body having been 
cast up by the sea during the night. 

Catching the body up, she ran with it to the 
little house from which the light seemed to 
have fied with the loss of the child. 

The little body was prepared by tender 
hands for burial, but it was found that the 
right foot of the little one was missing. It 
was supposed that the child had fallen from 
a reef of rocks which ran out into deep water 
and had been drowned, and that some 
fish or sea monster had eaten off the 
foot. There seemed to be no mystery about 
the death, and the other children of 
the family were wont to listen with aweas the 
mother told in the gloam how the littie 
sister wandered away from home and was 
drowned. Thechildren grew up and married 
and had little ones of their own, and the 
grandmother told again toa new set of audi- 
tors how her little baby girl went out to play 
and was killed by the cruel sea.

The Board of Directors may, by a 
majority vote of all the directors, grant ex- 
emption from the foregoing, but its directions 
for the location of the proposed grave must be 
strictly obeyed. 

Pursuant to this resolution, a committee was 
appointed to confor with the representatives 
of the friends of the deceased, looking to a 
location in the cemetery, should the iriends 
decide to inter the remains at Waldheim.

Mr. Lucas Discusses His Senatorial Centest 
—The Taunt Court-Marshal. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., November 18.—Daniel 
B. Lucas, who is contesting with Judge Faulk- 
ner the right to represent West Virginia in the 
United States Senate, arrived here last even- 
ing. Mr. Lucas was appointed Senator last 
winter after the adjournment of the regular 
session of the State Legislature, which failed 
to electa Senator. An extra session of the 
Legislature was convened soon afterwards to 
pass certain appropriation billes. At this extra 
session Judge Faulkner was elected Senator, 
but Mr. Lucas maintains that Judge Faulk- 
ner’s election is void, owing to a provision in 
the State Constitution confining the acts of a 
special session of the Legislature to the busi- 
ness it was called together to perform. 

‘*‘I suppose,’’ 8 id Mr. Lucas to-day, that 
my case will follow the usual routine of refer- 
ence to the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections, and when it has been reported on 
by that committee the Senate will give its 
judgment after thorough discussion and ma- 
ture deliberation. As for myseif,I hold the 
regular Gubernatorial certificate, whereas 
Judge Faulkner has merely a statement of the 
oflicial record, signed by the Governor. He 
has no certificate, as required by the 
Constitution, and this is the vital dif 
ference between his case and mine. If 


I were to die to-morrow the Senate could not, 
in my opinion, swear in Judge Faulkner on 
the credentials which he now holds. I have 
not the slightest doubt of the legality of my 
position, and I do not see how the Senate cap 
do otherwise than seat me if it desires to up- 
hold the Constitution of the United States and 
of West Virgifia. have made a most 
thorough and exhaustive examination of the 
law and am satisfied that it is on my side. 
Concerning the outlook in West Virginia, 
olitically, he said: ‘‘The position of West 
irginia depends very much upon the course 
taken by thetwo parties. There are certain 
elements which ought to be conciliated—the 
agricultural interests and the laboring classes, 
for instance. They hold the balance of power 
and if their interests are consulted in Con- 
gressional legislation and otherwise, it is 
3 that the Democracy will hola the 
tate. On the other hand, if these large in- 
terests are sacrificed and they become indiffer- 
ent, the State will go Republican.’’ 


Lieut. Taunt’s Trial. 


New York, November 18.—Lieut. Emery H. 
Taunt, who was on the Greely Relief Expe- 
dition, and who is widely known asan African 
traveler, was placed on trial yesterday at the 
— 2 Navy Yard, charged with absence 
without leave and disobedience of orders. 
The Lieutenant claims that he was ill, suffer- 
ing from African fever, and was unfit for duty. 
In case he is found guilty Taunt says he will 
return to Africa and join his friend, Henry M.

The Strange Suicide of August Ranckert, a 
Wealthy Farmer. 


Geneva, N. T., November 18.—August 
Ranckert, a well-known and prominent Ger- 
man farmer living ten miles from Himrods, 
committed suicide yesterday morning after 
long and careful preparations. About Octo- 
ber 10 his only daughter, Louise, eloped and 
married an ignorant railroad trackman, 


Her father 
was terribly shocked and grieved when he 
heard of her marriage.

one and detailed explanation of the condition 
of his estate and plans for improvement of his 
farm. Several people about ckert’s 
heard a gun-shotin his barn yesterday morn- 
ing and ran there at once, ckert was 
found dangling atthe end of a halter strap, 
with a gun- shot wound in his left breast. He 
was dead. He had, by an ingenious arrange- 
ment, so fixed a double-barreled shot-gun 
upon two upright boards that when he was 
hanging by his neck the muzzieof the gun 
would "be close to his left breast. A tong 
string was attached to the trigger ofthe gun 
and run over a small pulley over the back of 
the gunstock.

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THE AWFUL DUST 


COMPLAINTS ABOUT IT FROM ALL PARTS 
OF THE CITY. 


Residents in the Northern and Southern 
Parts of the Town the Worst Sufferers— 
The Business Section Also Campliaining 
—Remedies Suggested and Plans Pro- 
posed—What Citizens Say. 


The city contract for sprinkling the streets 
was up on the 16th of this month. Ever since 
the wagons have stopped going their rounds 
there has been a general kick and growl from 
all parts of the city. The complaint 
is that the dust is 80 bad 
that all the sprinkling that has 
been done is as much as wasted because all the 
good results of the general sprinkling have 
been completely counteracted by the terrible 
dust of the last few days. In North 8&¢. 
Louis, where the streets are clay and macadam, 
the dust is ankle deep in places and is stirred 
up in clouds by every passing team. When 
the streets in that neighborhood were 
sprinkled there was always a light 
stratum of mud on top of the 
dust, which kept it down. Now it has full 
swing and penetrates everywhere, and the 
thrifty German housewives in the North End 


are giving up in dispair, and let the dust col- 

lect n the door steps and windows — * 

posed. At the other end of town it is equally 

as bad. Pedestrians duck their heads and get 

along the streets as best they can and 

shut their eyes pons around the 
avol having

by a sudden whirlwind 
of limestone dust. The worst portion of the 
business part of the city is between Locust 
and Christy avenue, from Sixth to Fourteenth. 
This is due a good dev! tothe large number of 
excavations being made for buiidings in that 
neighborhood. On both St. Charies street 
an Washington avenue there is a 
layer of dust an inch thick 
sifted from the many carts and dirt wayons 
which are passing along in a steady stream 
from morning till night. The Washington 
avenue merchants, nearly all of whom dea! in 
dry goods and stationery, are ata lossfor a 
means to keep the dust out of their goods, 
which are useless as soon as they begin to look 
dusty and shopworn. 

The trouble on Olive street cannot be pre- 
vented at present, the street being impass- 
able. In all probability as soon as the cabie is 
down the street will be cleaned up. 

In the West End the results of the sprinkling 
have not entirely disappeared, but the evil is 
daily growing into a positive nuisance. 

The opinions on the subject are undivided. 

GEO. D. BARNARD 

of the George D.Barnard Stationery Company, 
on Washington avenue, said: The dust is 
getting to be so bad that we wil! probably have 
to get a boy out with a hose and 
keep him busy all day. Just look at 
our show cases. It is impossible to see 
many of the goods from the street car. Any 
time I look - from my desk I can see clouds 
of dust whirling down the street. I am per- 
fectly willing to chip in with the neighbors 
and pay to have the work done privately. It

looked a little surprised when asked it the 
dust was troubling him and remarked: ‘*Can’t 
you see the dust yourself and tell how bad it 
is?

The Schulz Belting N on Bar- 
ton street, complain o the same 
trouble, the dust being so bad that 
the doors have to be kept shut all the time. 
In the neighborhood of Twenty-first street 
from Chouteau avenue clear across to Olive 
street, the. streets are very bad. 3 &

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A DOUBLE MURDER. 


The Alleged Suicide of Capt. Mills and Mur- 
der of Mrs. Rising. 

DerTrorr, Mich., November 18.—The sup- 

posed suicide of Capt. A. H. Mills, a well- 

known vesselman last night, preceded by his 


alleged murder of Mrs. Austin Rising, wife of 
Ae manager of the Captain's own tug line, 


has more to it apparentiy than was at first 
supposed. Rising, the husband of the dead 
woman, is under arrest, and it is by no 


means a certainty that Capt. Mills was 
not murdered, and that he is, besides, 
innocent of the death of Mrs. Rising. Capt. 
Milis was formerly the owner of the largest 
tug line of this city, but a short time ago his 
son obtained possession a rtion of his 
vessels and started an opposition line. In a 
short time Mrs. Mills di and the Captain 
was appointed executor of her estate. He 
lived in good style, and, as his three daugh- 
ters thought, extravagantly, and a short time 
ago they petitioned the court to remove him 
from his position. The court granted the pe- 
tion and U. J. Berry, a lawyer, was appointed 
in his place, Yesterda — made affidavit 
that Capt. Mills was holding back sume of the 
property. Last evening Berry called on Mills, 
and was leaving the house after 
A STORMY INTERVIEW, 
when a pistol shot was heard. It is claimed 
that he committed suicide, but as the bullet 
wound is on the left side of his head, back of 
the ear, suspicions of foul play were aroused. 
A new complication was added to the suicide 
when later in the night the dead body of Mrs. 
Austin Rising, wife of the manager of Capt. 
Millis’ tug line, was found in her bedroom on 
East Congress street, but a few blocks from 
the Mills residence. It has long been 
& matter of rumor that Oapt. Mills 
was unduly familiar with his manager’s 
wife. During the afternoon he telephoned to 
Mr. Rising that he wanted to see him about the 
tuzs and would meet him on the docks at7 
o’clock.. Immediately afterward the Captain 
went to Mrs. Rising’sresidence. Shortly after 
he was seen to rush out of the Rising residence 
and hasten home. About 8:30 o’clock Mr. 
Rising went home with a male companion and 
the two drank very freely of whisky. Police- 
man Mullholland, hearing the noise, looked 
through the blindes and saw Rising 
after drinking, pick up a lamp and 
go into his wife’s bedroom. He came out 
immediately, andthetwo men, after taking 
another drink, went to Capt. Mills’ residence. 
Rising returned home alone about 10.30, and 
on going into his wife’s room for the first time 
found her dead body. She lay on the bed with 
ber bead riddied with bullets and her blood 
and brains scattered over the floor and 
walls. e rushed out and shouted for 
help. Officer Mulholland came up and ar- 
rested Rising on suspicion of having killed his 
wife. The body was already cold, showing 
that she had been dead for some hours. The 
mystery is deepened by the teatimony of Oapt. 
Stone of the steam yacht Leilla, that Mills had 
a quarrel with Mrs. Rising over some appoint- 
ment which he said she had made with an- 
other man.

LUCKLESS LUDLOW. 


DESTRUCTION OF THE CINCINNATI SOUTH- 
ERN RAILROAD SHOPS. 


A Large Amount of Property Burned—The 
Wood Fires in Illinois—Heavy Damage 
—4 Business Block at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., Destroyed—LKesidence Burned— 
To-Day’s Fires. 


* 


CINCINNATI, O., November 18.—At 2:80 o clock 
this morning a fire started in the carpenter- 
shop of the Oincinnati Southern Railway at 
Ludlow, Ky., and spread with great rapidity, 
owing to the lack of water, and the fact that 
Ludlow has no fire department. The immense 
car and machine shops, covering two acres of 
ground, were totally destroyed, together with 
all the tools and machinery anda large num 
ber of cars and material. The round-house 
caught fire, and it was at first thought 
to be doomed, but by heroic efforts of 
the employes the engines in it were 


removed and the building itself was saved. 
Among the losses are a Mann boudolr car, a 
pay car, a private car, two Pullman, three 
passenger coaches, seven flats loaded with 
coal and twenty-five new freightcars. About 
500 employes will be thrown out of employ- 
ment, and it will require a long time to re- 
build the burned property. The loss cannot 
yet be fully stated, but must exceed $200,000. 

Ludlow is a small viliage on the Kentuc 
side of the Ohlo river, opposite the Western 
part of Cincinnati, and is mainly dependent 
onthe Southern Railway shops for employ- 
ment of its inhabitants. 

The buildings destroyed were the car-shop, 
machine-shop, blacksmith-shop, boiler-shop, 
— ag © brass foundry, repalr- shop, of- 
house, lumber shed, sand- house, two water 
tanks, ooal bins and railroad supply store. 
The latter ,contained worth of goods, 
All these buildings were of wood, the round- 
house alone being of brick. Its material and 
its position at some distance from tne 
frame structures saved itfrom destruction. 
Only astreet separated the village r 
and business houses from the flames, but by 
good fortune the wind was favorable and the 
efforts of citizens with buckets, aided by the 
little hand engine of the town, kept the fire 
from burning the whole village. The Coving- 
ton Fire Department was unable to reach Lud- 
low on accountof the bad condition of the 
streets, 

Cincinnati was ready to help, but the excited 
8 of Ludlow forgot to send horses to 

elp the engines up the steep bank from the 
river. It is not likely that much could have 
been done at any rate after the fire g t fairly 
under headway on account of the inflammable 
nature of the buildidgs, and the inadequacy of 
the water supply. The burned property is 
said to be fully insured.

The Dunlap Opera Company Pleases a Large

The Dunlap Opera Company presented a 
novelty in theshape of Audran’s ‘‘Indiana’’ 
at the Grand last night. 

There was an excellent audience in the 
house, and if the opera should be judged by 
its effect it must be credited with a success. 
Several of the best numbers. were encored, 
and the laughter in the comedy scenes of the 
performance was continuous and hearty. 

From a musical standpoint the work cannot 
be given a high place. It cannot compare in 
respect of genuine merit with many of the 
latest popular comic operas. It is light 
and frothy, and there seems to have been no 
effort on the part of the composer to do more 
than please an average audience. So far he 
has succeeded, for the airs are melodious and 
catchy, and here and there is a rythmic 
tripping movement that charms the ear and 
lingers in the memory. A waltz song, the 
tick, tack song and a madrigal in the second 
act are gems. 

The story is simple, but it gives sufficient 
complications to furnish amusement through 
three acts. An American heiress, Indiana 
Greyfount, is engaged to a young Englishman 
without haying met him. He is stopping with 
a young lord who is something of a libertine. 
The mill of the place is leased by a young 
miller who has just married a village 
beauty, and who tries to keep the knowl- 
edge of the marriage from his lordship.

Indiana 
appears in disguise at this critical moment 
and offers to take the bride’s place and zo to 
the manor house in order to see her Intended 
unawures and this wins her fance’s love in 
disguise. 

Tne work is fairly summed up when 
it is described as entertaining. There 
incident enough to sustain interest, 

enough for plenty of laughter 
and meli dious music enough to 
keep one thoroughly pleased from beginning 
to end. The libretto is rather highly spiced 
and 22 but it is brighter than the av- 
erage. Without being brilliant musically the 
opera has ull the elements of popularity.

The New York Ledger Publishers Smart 
Advertising Methods.

NEW YORK, November 18.—The retirement 
of Robert Bonner from the management of 
the Ledger, recalls many stories of his 
methods in building up his paper and attract- 
ing attention to it. When Mr. Bonner put his 
page advertisement in the Herald, the pastor 
of the church which he and his family at- 
tended, became very much agitated over the 
idea and said to his wife that he must call on 
Mr. Bonner, as he thought he was insane, 
tor it he had paid for that advertisement he 
would be ruined. The good man took 
Eis hat and called on Mr. Bon- 
ner and told him he wanted to 
talk about that advertisement, and asked 


if he had paid the regular rates for it. Mr. 
Bonner informed bim that he had paid $2,000 
for it. The clergyman asked if an advertise- 
ment for $4 or would not answer his pur- 
pose, and he pointed to an obscure advertise- 
ment in one corner of the paper, which he 
held in his hand. To this Mr. Bonner re- 
sponded seriously. ‘‘I see how it strikes you, 
and as I know you are my friend, and think I 
am crazy and came here to advise me, Il am 
sure my policy isright. Every other reader of 
the paper is as much astonished as you are.

THE ADMINISTRATION. 


A Bemarkable Editorial Praising the Pros- 
pective Postmaster-General— Blaine in 
Good Trim fer 1888—A Chat With Ex- 
Congressman Sweat—Cleveland’s Re- 
nomination Certain—Hepublicans Ex- 
plalning the Defeat in New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispatTcu. 

Detroit, November 18.—The Evening News, 
of which Don M. Dickinson is legal adviser, 
and whose editor is a personal friend of 
the recently-appointed Postmaster-General, 
printed last night, as its leading editorial, an 
article severely criticizing President Cleve- 
land and his present Cabinet, and pointing to 
Mr. Dickinson as about to supply the brains 
the Administration is said to need. The News 
adds: Mr. Cleveland will have in his new 
Postmaster-General, a man who has grown up 
with the country and who does not shiver with 
alarm when he hears a new idea advanced. It 
is in this latter respect that Mr. 
Dickerson will be most valuable to 
the Administration, which thus far has been 
one of mere routine. Mr. Cleveland, bimself, 
has no more imagination than a clam and his 
constitutional advisers are very much 
the same sort of men. The re- 
sult of this combination has deen 
an Administration without a policy, for 
certainly no one will call the civil-service busi- 
nessa policy. It may have been well enough 
that the Cabinet was formed of such men in 
the beginning, but itis now time to show the 
country that the party is capable of something 
more than routine.’’ 

The editorial then recites what it considers 
the live questions of the day, and concludes: 
„These are questions whose intelligent solu- 
tion would make any Administration immor- 
tal in the future history of the country. To 
face them and solve them correctly requires 
men of ahigher gradethan the Administration 
drudges, such as Mr. Cleveland has heretofore 
had abo ut him—men of a different stamp from 
Gariand, the plodding attorney; Bayard, who 
knows the constitution by heart and knows 


nothing else; Whitney, the smart lawyer and 
cunning New York politician ; Vilas, the rail- 
road operator; Fairchild, the money- changer. 
and Lamar, the 1 of whom are 

erfectly content to let well enough alone. 
Mr. Dickinson, whatever else may be said of 
him, is not a slave of routine. He has imag- 
ination and ideas, and he bas the courage to 
take the risk of a * forward, even when 
wiseacres fear that it isa step in the dark. 
We do not think he will be a mere clerk in the 
Cabinet. If he cannot inspire the Government 
with the energy to go forward in tome direc- 
tions he will get out of it, for there will be no 
comfortfora man of his temper in doing 
drudger which cheaper men can do as 
well and perhaps better than he.“

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Farmer Showers’ Second Confession Regard- 
ing the Murder of His Grandchildren. 


LEBANON, Pa., November 18.—William Show- 
ers, the old farmer who has been in jail in this 
place since last May, awaiting trial on charge 
of murdering his two grandchildren, has made 
his second confession of his crime. His first 
he made a few weeks ago in open court, his 
case having been called for trial and in the 
absence of his counsel. In that confession he 
deciared that he had killed the children at the 


sussestion of his housekeeper, who had aided 
him ia the crime, so tbat there would be no 
im iment to his marrying the housekeeper. 

esterday the old man (he is nearly 70) sum- 
moned Col. Seltzer to his celland made a sec- 
ond confession to him. He said the children 
were two of four illegitimate children born to 
his daughter Sarah, all by different fathers. 
He had always supported them. Soon after the 
birth of the iast child his daughter married a 
notorious character known as Huffuagle, 
the cowboy. Huffnugie and his wife were 
anxious to get Showers out of the way and 
once his daughter attempted to poison bim. 
Aiter that Showers drove Huffnagle from the 
house. Huffnagle tried to kill the old man 
several times, once by placing dynamite car- 
tridges where he was working. Soon after 
that two of the children died, followed by the 
death of their mother. Then Showers’ wife 
died, leaving him with the care of the 
two remaining unfortunate grandchildren. 
It was hard for him to get any one to 
keep house for him and have the 
care of the children, so he tried to place them 
in different alms-houses without success. 
Finally, overwhelmed with trouble, and be- 
lieving that it would be better for his nameless 
grandchildren, he killed them while they were 
asleep and buried their bodies in the ditch 
where they were found. Showers does not 
charge his housekeeper with any knowledge of 
the crime in this confession.

SENATOR SHERMAN TALKS FREELY ABOUT 
THE RECENT ELECTIONS. 


* 


The Loss of New York Should Not Be Dis- 
piriting—Bad Management of the Re- 
publican Campaign—Cleveland’s Renom- 
ination—A Plan for the Protection of 
American Industries and the Colored 
Voter—Tariff Reform. 


CINCINNATI, November 18.—‘‘I think the New 
York election,’’ said Senator Sherman in an 
interview last night, has settled the renom- 
ination of Cleveland, and the Republicans will 
be called upon to make a nomination to suit. 
I do not say who the nominee will be. I do not 
think the loss of New York, last week, to the 
Republicans, should be dispiriting. The 
Democrats received many Republican votes 
among the brewing interests. Again, the Re- 
publican campaign, in my judgment, was not 
conducted as it should have been. There is too 
much timidity among the Republicans of New 
York. Ihave a simple plan formed, first, for 
the protection of American industries, and, 
second, a fair count of the vote in the South- 
ern States. Iam willing to forget the war and 
forgive those who took part in it, but the time 
has come to protect the Southern colored men 
in their political rights to have their votes 
fairly counted and delivered. I take the 
ground that the Congress of the United States 
has power under the Constitution to supervise 
the vote cast in every State for members of 
Congress and for all offices which are nation- 
al. Section 4 of Article I. of the Constitution 
says the times, places and manner of holding 
elections for Senators and Representatives 
shall be prescribed in each State by the Legie- 
lature thereof, but the Congress may at any 
time by law make or alter such regulations 
except as to the place of choosing Senators. 
Now what odn be clearer than this section of 
the Constitution? It is wholly within the 
power of Congress to provide the machinery 
for 


A FAIR ELECTION IN THE SOUTH. 
It is notoriously known that the negro vote 
of the South is not counted where it is prej- 
udicial to Democratic results. I think the 
time has now come for Congress to assert its 
authority. I would have boards of election to 
gee that the vote in every State North and 
South is fairly counted. I would have the ex- 
penses of such boards paid out of the national 
Treasury and would have their duties specifi- 
cally prescribed by Congress. When I said a 
little while ago that the New York Republicans 
were cowardly in the conduct of their cam- 
paigns, I had reference to this very thing. I 
think the deprivation of the negro vote in the 


South should have been an issue in the cam- 
peign and a commanding issue. I made it in 

hio and it ought to be the feature at the ap- 
proaching session of Congress.

THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 

Have you any pronounced views as to how 
the eurplus in the Treasury should be re- 
duced?’ 

„es, I have. I would not touch the dis- 
tilled spirits. I would reduce or abolish 
wholly the tax on tobacco. I would make the 
tax on sugar either nominal or wipe it out en- 
tirely; if wiped out. I would offer a bounty for 
sugar-raising. This would encourage the 
farmers of the land to raise beet-sugar. I 
likewise favor the return to the States of the 
direct tax. would revive the distribu- 
tion act of 1887. In that year Con- 
gress passed an act providing that the 
surplus then in the „ should be dis- 
tributed among the several States, upon the 
basis of population. An installment amount 
ing to „000, 000 was paid. Then the panic 
came on with attendant bad times, and the 
payment of the second installmient was sus- 
pended. This law ovuld be revived by a 
simple joint resolution of Congress and would 
distribute $20,000,000. I think, though, it 
should be paid only to the States which 
were in the Union in 1837, and not to those 
which bave subsequently come in. This ses- 
sion of Congress will be a lively one. With 
the Republicans it will be for a tariff to 
protect American industries and American 
workingmen and fora fair count of every 
American vote. The latter will be insisted 
upon. Only recently I read that Gov. Me- 
Enery openiy declared that Louisiana had 

one through a revolution to acquire by vio- 
ence a white man's Government. In some of 
the States ofthe South laws have been passed 
prohibiting migration. This seems to be aimed 
at the negro and is a stab at the very essence 
of personal freedom. Soon the negro will 
better understand his position. He is all 
ready to strike, which shows an era of his own 
advancement,’’

The Executioner of the Anarchists Narrowly 
Escapes Being Jailed. 


Cu1oaGo, November 18.—The Sheriff who 
executed the Anarchists congratulated bim 
self with good reason this morning that he 
was not at that momenta prisoner in the jail 
they so recently occupied, and of which he is 
the legal custodian. Sheriff Matson's escape 
was narrow. The case is the most 
remarkable in the history of iitiga- 
tion in the West. On the day the 
Anarchists were hung, Sheriff Matson, in the 
course of his routine duties had an execution 
for $6,800 levied against Ludwig Thieben, a 
crockery dealer who owed the money to Solo- 
mon T. Fish. Thiebéen at once made an as- 
signment, claiming that it was understood the 
money was not to be paid until January 1, and 
that Fish was taking an undue advantage. 
Judge Prendergust of the County Court, to 

rotect Thieben and his creditors other than 

ish, ordered the Sheriff not to sacrifice the 
$30,000 stock of woods, but to turn it over to the 
assignee with the provision thut the Fish execu- 
tion shouid have the first ten. Sheriff Matson, 
acting under legal advice—that of Fish’s at- 
torneys—refused to comply; on the ground 
that tne court had no power to make such an 
order.

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


WHICH CAUSED QUITE A SENSATION IN 
NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


Mary E. Niehaus, An Industrious 


Circumstances—John F. Murphy Arrested 
on Suspicion in Connection With the Case 
—What the Prisoner >ays—Kesultof the 
Post-Mortem — Further Investigation to 
Follow. 


The sudden death of Mrs. Mary E. Niehaus, 
which occurred yesterday evening at her 
residences, No. 4241 North Twentieth street, 
closely followed by the arrest of John F. 
Murphy, in the employ of the Benton-Belle- 
fontaine Railway Company on the 
charge of having caused her death, gave rise 
to great excitement in the neighbornood, 
Mrs. Nichaus had been ill for several days, 
but refused all assistance from her neighbors, 
representing her iliness as trifling.

Shortiy before II o’olock Dr. W. L. Blickhahn, 
accompanied by Coroner Hennessy, drove up 
to the one-story brick dwelling where the body 
of thé unfortunate woman lay, and Dr. Blick- 
hahbn atonce began his examination. Upon 
its completion he announced that the woman 
bad died of puerperal fever, but whether the 
disease was produced by improper means or 
not he was unable to say, as the symptoms dis- 
closed — the examination might have urisen 
from entirely natural causes. After hearing 
the result of the examination Coroner Hen- 
nessy decided to summon a Coroner’s jury 
and hold an inquest, deeming that the circum.

A CREDITABLE SHOWING. 

Chairman Blakely of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Council, in his Inquiry into 
the financial condition of the city, Andes that 
the showin is highly creditable 
to the nancial officers. Through 
some misunderstanding, the statement 
was given ublicity that the city 
had bee for to borrow in anticipation of 
revenue. The facts are that the Mayor and 
Comptroller have managed so successfully 
that they have not found it necessary to bor- 
row a cent under the ordinance which 
authorizes them to borrow up to $1,000,000 
in anticipation of the collection of the revenue. 
There will probably be enough money in the 
treasury through the entire l year to carry 
the city through without borrowing anything 
at all. The only money borrowed on the 
bonds was $200,000, which is drawing 4 per 
cent.

WORK OF THE INSIDIOUS OYSTER.

ITEMS OF RELIGIOUS INTEREST GATHERED 
IN LOCAL CHURCH CIRCLES. 


The Episcopal Advent Missions—The Jewish 
Community Asked tor Money—A Pastor 
Secured for Hyde Park—A Methodist 
Criticism of the Evangelical Alliance— 
Catholic Jubilees Sunday—Pulpit Gossip. 


The Protestant Hospital Association’s La- 


dies’ Board held its annual meeting at 10:30 
this morning at the lecture room of the Y. M. 
C. A., Twenty-ninth and Pine streets. Mrs. 
Alice G. Fisher, the President, was in the 
chair. The association is unsectarian, and the 
members of the Ladies’ Board are drawn 
from all Protestant denominations, and 
some twenty-five different churches. 
The report of the Secretary showed that the 
sum of $1,000 had been expended during the 
year on the interior of the building, and many 
needed improvements thereby made. The 
work of the Hospital had largely increased 
and the management made more competent 
by a reorganization of the working forces. 
The Ladies’ Free-Bed Association haa been 
successfully started, of which any benevolent 
ladyin the city may become a member by 
contributing the amount of a share, which 1s 
Scents a week or $2.60 per year. The first 
bed hus been in operation during the 
year, and it is hoped that the number will be 
increased during the coming year. 

The financial report showed the raising of 
$1,000 and its expenditure for various purposes 
and no debt left remaining. 

The matron, Miss A. I. Gilmore, reported in 
detail the affairs in her peculiar department, 
and explained the late methods of trained 
nursing which, under skilful sur- 


gical and medical direction, con- 
duced 80 powerfully to the com- 
fort of patients as well as the chances of re- 
covery. 

The annual communication of the Board of 
Directors was read by the Chairman. This de- 
tailed the substantial progress made during 
the year and — methods of work for 
the future. During the past summer through 
the liberality of certain public spirited news- 
papers, business men and co rations 
the debt of $10,000 on the real 
estate was well nigh cancelled and the 
Association thereby lifted into a condition of 
financial soundness. Also they were placed 
in position to inaugurate the free- bed depart- 
mentof the work by the thoughtful benevo- 
leuce of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
of this city, which furnished a fund fur this 
purpose. .

THE JEWISH ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

Considerable activity bas been manifested 
in Jewish circles during the past week in the 
cause of the Jewish Orphan Asyium. The 
President, Vice-President and Superintendent 
paid a visit to this city the other day. and in 
conjunction with the resident trustee, Mr. 
Saul Furth, called on many prominent Israel- 
ites for subscriptions to aid in the erection of 
the new asylum building. Their visit had 
been duly announced from the various Jewish 
pulpite of the city, and ail local rabbis paid 
them more or less attention. Rev. Dr. 
Sale of Congregation Shaar-Emeth, who 
aided the committee when they made their 
successiul canvass in Chicago, has evinceda 
great deal of interest in this matter; he has 
done a good deal of hard work und will doubt- 
less do more of it,as much remains to be 
done dy the local asylum representatives. 
The amount expected to be raise@in this city 
is $10,000, and while the wealthier Israelites 
are expected to subscribe liberally, thse who 
do not feelable to give much will be afforded 
the opportunity to buy tickets for various en- 
tertainments that will be wiven for the benefit of 
the Orphan Asylum during the winter months. 
Responses thus far have been fairly satis/ac- 
tory and quite a number of liberal subscrip- 
tions are promised for next spring by some 
who are heavily taxed fur other Jewish insti- 
tutions at the present moment. Judging by 
results the radical reformed preachers seem 
to have more success in bringing out the 
charits¥le emotions of their members and re- 
ducing them to a practical issue than the con- 
servative or orthodox rabbis. 

THE ALLIANCE ATTACKED. 

The St. Louis Christian Advocate says: 
„The Evangelical Alliance meets regularly on 
the last Monday in eachmonth. At their last 
meeting they arranged for the districting of 
the city and the securing of religious visita- 
tion. Plans are many and easy to be adopted, 
but the carrying them out is the rub. The 
Alliance is famous on plans and resolves.’’ 
As the Advocate is one of the few 
religious papers that never have a rep- 
resentative at the Alliance, it is not 
surprising to see the beliefs of the past still 
clinging to it. Inthe past year or so the Al- 
liance has donea great deal of resolving and 
— It did very active lobvying at Jet - 
ferson City for the Sunday law and bad a large 
share in securing the passage of the Wood 
local option bill. A year ago it begun the 
anti-baliot war which raged so flercely all over 
country, and within two months 
it has perfected 830 elaborate a plan 
for visitation of the churchless that 
if it is carried out by each pastor, it will re- 
move the charge — * avainst the l'rotestants 
that they negiect the masses. The Evangelical 
Alliance was never so strong as now, and has 
an aggressiveness which it never bad before, 
which bas recently been shown in its attitude 
toward the local option campaign. The Alli- 
ance has lost some of its strongest members 
in the past two years by death and removal, 
but in securing a level-headed, practical man 
like Dr..Felton for President, it has been able 
to utilize its dormant dommon sense.
